In accordance with Iowa's Open Records Law, Chapter 22, our staff conducted a search of records, 
which yielded 1 1 email strings related to drones. You will see after a review of these records, DPS has 
performed some preliminary research relate to the use of drones for enforcement of the law and 
emergency response, and any associated costs. No requests for proposals, contracts, or budget 
allocations have been made. 

Currently, DPS does not own, rent, or utilize the technology in question. Therefore, DPS does not have 
any policies or procedures related to the deployment of drones. 

There are no immediate plans to purchase drone technology for use by DPS.
